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REMARKS 

Claims 1-21 are pending in the application. Favorable examination in light of the 
remarks which follow is respectfully requested. 

The Examiner is imposing a Election Requirement on the species, categorizing 
the claims as follows: 

Species 1: claims 1-18, 17 and 18, drawn to compounds, 
Species 2: claim 9 drawn to compounds, 
Species 3: claim 10 drawn to compounds, 
Species 4: claim 11 drawn to compounds, 

Species 5: claims 12-14 drawn to process of making compounds, 

Species 6: claim 15 drawn to compounds, 

Species 7: claim 16 drawn to compounds; and 

Species 8: claims 19-21 drawn to a method of using compounds. 

Applicants elect with partial traverse Species 1 drawn to compounds. Claims 1- 
18 are readable on the elected species. 

The election is made with partial traverse because it is respectfully submitted 
that Species 2-5 and 8 can be deemed within the same species as Species 1 . More 
specifically, Species 1 relates to a compound of Formula (1), Species 2-4 relate to an 
intermediate of the compound of Formula (1), Species 5 relates to a method of making 
the compound of Formula (1), and Species 8 relates to a method of using the 
compound of Formula (1). Consequently, Species 1-5 and 8 have a common 
characteristic of the compound of Formula (1) and have unity in accordance with the 
PCT unity rules. At the very least, Species 1 , 5 and 8 have a common characteristic of 
the compound of Formula (1) and have unity in accordance with the PCT unity rules.
